Reasons For Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest a maraging steel composition with the presently claimed Ti component 
segregation ratio and Mo component segregation ratio (instant claim 1) or having an average 
nonmetallic inclusion size of < 30 jam (instant claim 3), and applicant has clearly shown the 
criticality of the presently claimed ranges (Fig. 1, Fig. 10). See also arguments (paper no. 9, filed 
July 16, 2002) pages 2-4.
